A number 
of roughs gathered and threatened the 
liro.secutor, buta constable came up and 
the prisoner was given into custody. 
T'he liird was a common green (iiieli 
worth 2(1, and had been painted. The 
prisoner alleged that tlie prosecutor 
himself bought the bird. Mr. JBu.shliy 
committed him for trial.

An Ecclosiatical Scandal Ezposod. 

( 'anon, Wilherfori-e, in a letter to 
the Archbi.sho]j of ('unterbury, has 
drawn attention to what he character- 
izes as a grievous scandal in connection 
with the management of the immense 
landed property of the Established 
Church in England. He says it is an 
absurdity for archbishops antl bishops 
"to give ternjie! ani-e lectures anil ad- 
dre.ss |iuljlic meetings on the sin and 
misery caused Viy inleiiijierance, urging 
their hearers to avoid the public house, 
whije in their cor[)orate eai)acity they 
are .•perhaps the largest owners of pub- 
lic-house property in the country," and 
"eertainlv own more than aiiv brew- 
er's (inn ill the kiiigdoiii.'' The P>ishop 
of London, when lie li'iives his house 
in .St. .Juiiii's' s(|uuri' and rides to his 
jjalaco at h'lilhain, ]ia.sses on his road 
more than UJU bar-rooms, built on 
land belonging to the Church. The 
" Koyal Oak, " at Nottiiig ILill, is on 
the land of the liishop of London, and 
!,li(! " Hero I if Waterloo," near the tor- 
uiiiiiiK of the Siiutli western riiilway, 
on that of the .A rehbishop of Canter- 
bury. The returns of the former are 
. not less than .§50,000 a year, or more 
than the maintenance of all the jilaces 
of worship of every denomination, 
schools, and the police force of the dis- 
trict within the diameter of a mile, 
while the " Jfero of Waterloo ' pays a 
rental quite as large. It is asserted 
tihat .when the lease of a public house 
in posses.sion of the Church commis- 
sioners e.Npires, it is valneil by a pro- 

■ fcssional to know if its rental will bear 

■ an increase, and that the Church will 
also grant ground lea.ses for the ereo- 
tion of publie-hoiise.s. The Church of 
England, as a whole, is the largest 
landowner in the kingiloni, and so, 
naturally, in the absence of any prin- 
ciple to the contrary, the largest own 

' rier of publicdiouses. The excuse, too, 
is that the svslein complained of had 
its origin in days when public-housr.s 
wen; iinis for the arcomniodation of tr.i 
vellers, and wlii'ii beer was regarded 
as not merely an innocent but a neces- 
sary bi'verage.

A Utah Znsano Asylum. ^ 

Salt Lake, Aug. 2."). — The Trilnine 
publishes a letter from L!. A. Tucki?r, 
an English gentleman from New South 
Wales, giving a description of his visit 
to the Utah insane a.sylum near here, 
which is in charge of \)r. Heyniour 
Young, nephew of Brigham Touug, 
and three .Monuon . couimissioners. 
Mr. Tucker .says he found nine female 
and twelve male patients wlio were in 
the most lilthy condition ' iiniigiiiahle.. 
Some of them were in iroiv cage.'i out- 
side the main luiihliiig, others in irons, 
bound hand and foot. Of these pa 
tients two were perfectly sane and 
have no idea why they are confined. 
One of these sane persons is a man 
named Shermans wlio ha.s'been con- 
fined ten y(!ars. He was robbed of 
his wife by an Mormon ])olyganiist 
and has been conlined in this place ev- 
er since. He is in oik? of the iron 
cages in the yard. The inmates of the 
institution are punished''»'ith\ a club 
and a strap. "Tuclv^r Mya^-!^^J} I have, 
during the last four niontlis visited 
four asylums in New .South W'alfts, 
three in Victoria, two in Adelaide, two 
ill Tasmania, two in New Zealand, one 
in Honolulu, three in California, one 
in .Nevada, and one in Utah, and in 
no instance have I seen sights so horri- 
ble as those of to-day." 

Tin; KiLK.scii i.s 'iii;i I'.mmkic. — .\ 
correspondent writes: — " It may be re- 
inembered that some months ago atten 
tion was called in The Timrs, by M r. 
Coutts Trotter and others, to the grad- 
ual ab.sorption by the h'rench of all the 
chief points of vantage in the South 
anil .South-West Pacilie, and especially 
to their annexation, in direct contra- 
vention of the treaty of IS 17, of the 
important island of Uaiatea. <iiir 
Govcrninont protested against this an- 
nexation, but their remonstrance seems 
to have been disrespected. It was, in- 
deed, asserted soon after that the 
French Hag had lieeii hauled down, and 
it was even said that this had been 
doiu? at the instance of the Ceriiian 
Admiral. Advices from those juirts, 
dated May lo, state, however, that the 
Erench flag is still ilyino at llaiatea, 
in ileliaiiee of the treaty, and, more 
over, that the French Admiral was 
daily (expected in tlielfervey Islands 
(hitherto a prosperous native eoinnuin- 
itv, under liritish influence), having on 
))oanl the ex-Sovereign of Tahiti, Po 
mare, in whose name, no doubt, a 
French protectorate would be forced 
on these unwilling ])eoplp, alike to their 
detriment and to the injury of Mritish 
and Australian trade. It is lo be hoj)- 
ed that, amid the weightier matters 
now occupying thorn, our authorities 
may be induced again to give their at- 
tention to thi.s matter."

Mr. Walkom under oath assured tho 
committee that Jlessrs. Kinipple it Mor- 
lis had deceived the goveriiineiit as to 
ilie iiuaiility of ceineiil required and had 
ii il I hem to believe that 750 tons were 
.■ill that were needed for the whole work, 
lie al.so ileiKiuiu'ed the dock specitlcatiuns 
drawn by Kmipple .Morris as ''the 
worst lie had ever seen." So b,ad were 
they that they entailed upon him iin- 
inenso labor in revising and amending 
them BO lis to make tlieui such a.s contract- 
ors could tender upon. Such grave accusa- 
tions .against so lirst-class a tirni as 
j\fe.ssrs. kini]iple i^- Morris are so damag- 
ing to tlieir repulali(Mi that doubtless Mr. 
Morris will examine into tlie specilica- 
rions sent out by lii.i firm and compare 
ihein with those "revised and iiiiiirovcd" 
by Mr. Walkem, and will take steps to 
vindicate himself from the aspersions 
ca.Ht upon him by a contemptible govcrn- 
mont anxious to save thoinselves at the 
i-speiiM- i f Ins iirofes-sioiial reputatimi. 
Anolh(>r niattiu- allecling Mr. .Morris in a 
minor degree is the cluugiiig of Mr. iSeii 
iiett's salary against iMesara. Kinipple it 
Murri.s' coiiimission, notwilhatanding that 
they informed the government in 1878 
that Mr. Bennett was no longer in 
their employ, as tho dock w.as to be com- 
pleted within three years. 'J'liis, doubt- 
Ic^ss, Mr. i\l(u-ris will see into at once, as 
It is desirable matters in dispute origin- 
ated by tho present government should 
be settled before tliey arc thrown out of 
oflice, an event which will certainly take 
place as soon as the legislature meets. 
Dock allairs are in such adeplurablu mess 
that it will require iiu ordinary ability on 
the part of Mr. iMorris to place the work 
on a satisfactory footing. Keeping a 
score of voters employed at anything or 
nothing round about the dock for elec- 
tiiiueering purposes in anticipation of Mr. 
ilelgesen resigning to make room for Mr. 
ilett may suit the ministry, but it is dis- 
astrous to the successful construction 
of the dock in which the province 
has so costly an interest. Had there 
l)een for the past four years a gov- 
ernment in ofHco fit to govern, less 
iMigrossed by sellish personal interests 
and actuated by patriotic motives, instead 
of a partial excavation of a dock site alone 
to show at Esijuimalt for two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of expenditure, 
this province would now have liad a com- 
lileted dock for the floveriKU' ( ieneral to 
open. Fortunately the di'.ys of a weak 
and incaiiable government are numbered, 
and we lio[)e before our distinguished 
visitors leave our shores that the verdict 
of tlio [loople, unmistakeably expressed at 
th(^ poll.s, may result in the formation of 
an lioncKt, energetic and able ministry, 
lit nut only to so';oive tho rapid completion 
of the dock and tho construction of the 
Island railway, but also the opening up 
and settlement of our public lands by 
people of onr own race and kindred.

:\ party "f four persons returned yes- 
terday (.\ug. -Vt) from :i trip to the Yel- 
lowstone National I'ark. .loe. V. Long- 
dim, C. K. Kantner, .1. I'L . Montgomery 
and Walter Watson are the names of the 
persons, and they [irufess they have had, 
witli one exception, a most delightful 
time. Thoy were examining tho crater of 
a gey.sor about two and a lialf miles from 
Fire Hole River. Not willistiiiuliiig ii is 
fn'biddeii to eariy speeiiiiens away from 
the park cu' despoil in any way the for- 
mations, these gentlemen wore desirous 
of securing some nionientoea of their trip, 
and seeing in the crater some beautiful ! 
forinationa Watson volunteered to attempt j 
a descent and secure a piece of tlie beau- I 
tiful coliu'ed work on the interior for each • 
of the party. lie carefully descended a ' 
distance of probably twelve feet, taking ; 
care that each time his hold was secure. | 
Me reached tlu' formations, secured what ! 
he desired, and .-ittemptud to ascend. 
Reaching o\ ei lu';ul ho grasped a projec- 
tion, and [)iiltiiig his entire weight niwn ' 
it it gave way, and he was precipitated I 
into the seeming yawning abyss. His | 
comnanions, who were watching his 
moveuieiit.s, shrieked ivs they saw him fall. 
They immediately procured a light and 
lowered it into the crater for as great a 
distance as they could with the means at 
their eommaiul, iiothiii;,' eoiiUl be .seen;

"When till' projection iqioii which 1 
had placed my weiglit L;a\-e w,iy 1 felt 1 
was indeed lost. 1 was iMt u lii>lly con- 
scious after 1 ciuumenced falling. When 
I struck the water, feet lirst, I experi- 
enced a feeling of relief. I seemed to 
sink thousands of feet, but of course sank 
but a short distance. 1 grasped amuiid 
wildly, but nothing but the water uoiild 
be felt. I was rising to the siiiface and 
knew it, and a feidiiig suddeiil-y came .iVtM' 
me that 1 was to be saved. How, 1 
knew not, but still I was certain that 1 
wa.s lint to be left in tlie crater. On com- 
ing to the surface I reached (Oit ami a 
friendly rock gave me support. 1 heard 
the shouts of m^ friends but could .see 
nothing, and was unable to call out in re- 
ply. .\fter what seemed to me ages the 
shouts ceased, and 1 reali/.e<l that my 
friends had giviui me up for lyst. It was 
just after noon when wc reacliad the cra- 
ter. I suppo.se it was nearly five o'clock 
when I heard what sounded like distant 
thunder. The noise grew more and more 
distinct and tho water surrounding me 
began to be troubled. I then realized 
that 1 was in the cr.iter of an active Ljey- 
ser and that in :i .short rime the whole 
space Would be tilled water. I at- 

tempted to raise myself but eould find no 
support fcu' my liamls u hiuli would bear 
my weight. Tlu^ walls (jf the crater were 
rough, and while in the water I could 
easily keep nij' head out by clinging to 
them. Suddenly I discoveri.'d tliat the 
water was rising. Tlii.s gave me the liojie 
that T might be able to keep alloat until 
the surface was reached. The water con- 
tinued to rise more rapidly and at last 1 
found myself at the pi.iint fnmi which I 
had fallen. .Mt hough well-nigh exhaust- 
ed I exerted my reui.aiiiing strength in 
crawling to the suifaee. Tliis reached I 
man.'iged to craul smue ili.staiice away 
from the month of the cra'.iT, w here 1 lost 
consciousness. W hen 1 recovered I was 
being cared for by strangers- tlie men 
who conducted me to my coiiiraile.H. "

.laid that as near as he cipuld judge the 
crater at the point he striick the water 
uas about twenty-five feet In diameter. 
The water was warm but not uncomf(.'rta- 
bly So until a few minutes before lie left, 
when it began to be decidedly liol and to 
boil more fuiiou.-ily. lie was found by 
the party who revived him about seven 
o'clock in the evening.

The 
health oflicer of the jiort of New 
York draws .S(!0,000 ii year, while the 
yecrotary of State at Wa.shiiigton ro- 
coivcH 8!^, 000. I'lio fir.st may be an 
obscure country phy.siciiiii, and the 
other the most distinguiuhcd citizen 
of the nation. Descending lower in 
the scale, wo find tliat freight h.nidler.s 
arc rapidly liehl to 17 cimUm per hour, 
while thn Hauic class, under the iianio 
of 'longshoreinoii, are jiaid 10 cciit.s 
])or hour. The street car conductor, 
who must bo a niinicle of patience anil 
long Huil'ering intelligonce, toils IS 
hours a clay for $11 a week, while a 
Custom House "messenger lolls around 
!) hours a day for 82 1 u wool:, and so 
on through the long range of ciillingH. 
The civilization of the future will not 
.acliievo much unless it accomjilishf s 
sonietliing like equality in these things.
